During  the  year  inspections  were  mxide  of  the  92  food  premises. 
All  premises  were  inspected  at  least  once  and  36  food  vans  were  also 
inspected. 

The  Inspections  revealed  many  contraventions  of  the  Food  Hygiene 
(General)  Regulations,  These  were  dealt  with  by  informal  action  and  in 
the  main  the  ready  co-operation  of  traders  resulted  in  considerable  im- 
provements being  achieved.  A great  deal  of  advice  was  given  on  food 
handling  practices  and  this  had  a material  effect  on  improving  overall 
standards.

A fexvT  days  later  further  tins  were  suspected  and.  investigations  were  again  made 
at  all  the  food  handling  premises.

(b)  Inspection  of  Dwelling  Houses,  Slum  Olearance  Survey 

During  the  year  an  extensive  survey  of  the  District’s  older  housing  was 
carried  out  and  a report .prepared.  After  consideration  of  this  report,  the 
Council  agreed  on  a five  year  programme  to  deal  with  eighty-five  unfit  houses 
and  submitted  their  proposals  to  the  I-iiiister  for  his  approval.
